CHAP. IV.—An Act to refund a portion 


of the bonded debt of Elko county. 


[Approved January 26, 1881.] 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


SiioTiotTl. In order to provide for the 


payment of the outstanding bonds of 
Elko county, issued under 'the provis- 
ions of an Act authorizing the funding 
of the debt of Elko county, approved 
February 23, 1871, the Board of County 
Commissioners of said county are here- 
by authorized and directed to cause to 
be prepared suitable bonds, equal to the 
amount of said outstanding bonds, is- 
sued under the provisions of said Act; 
said bonds shall be of the denomination 
of five hundred dollars each, and each 
and every bond purport in substance 
that the county of Elko, State of Ne- 
vada, owes the holder thereof the sum 
expressed therein, bearing interest at 
the rate of eight per cent, per annum 
from the first day of January, 1881, to 
any period of time within twenty years 
from the first day of January, 1881; said 
bonds and interest shall be made payable 
in lawful money of the United States, 
and shall be signed by tlie Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners of

Sheriff Walker continues to employ 


a Jailor, despite the refusal of the 
Board to allow him pay for the same. 
We admire the Commissioners for be- 
ing as saving as possible, but there is 
no economy in cutting oft' the Jailor. 
The Board should allow a reasonable 
compensation for , one—snoh is the law 
upon the statute book', and is in nowise 
repealed by the Salary Act. It is 
really necessary, we think, for the 
Sheriffs office to be allowed a Jailor. 
It is not to be expected that either the 
Sheriff or under Sheriff are going to re- 
main in the court-house during night- 
time, and the county can well afford to 
keep a man there, to answer calls in 
the interest of the law and justice, to 
watch the prisoners, and keep a general 
lookout for county property generally.
